THE CINEMATOGRAPH (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1984 

No. 56 of 1984 

[27th- August., 1984.] 

An Act further to amend the Cinematograph Act, 1952 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-fifth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Cinematograph (Amendment) Act, Sh<>rt

2. In the Cinematograph Act, 1952 (hereinafter referred to as the ^wedon 

principal Act), section 6B shall be omitted. g B

3 In section 7 of the principal Act, in sub-section (1),— ment of 

section 7 

(a) for the words “he shall be punishable with imprisonment for 
a term which may extend to two years, or with fine which may 
extend to twenty thousand rupees, or with both, and in the case of a 
continuing offence with a further fine which may extend to five 
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thousand rupees for each day during which the offence continues:”, 
the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

‘‘he shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which 
may extend to three years, or with fine which may extend to one 
lakh rupees, or with both, and in the case of a continuing offence 
with a further fine which may extend to twenty thousand rupees 
for each day during which the offence continues: 

Provided that a person who exhibits or permits to be exhi¬ 
bited in any place a video film in contravention of the provisions 
of sub-clause (i) of clause (a) shall be punishable with imprison¬ 
ment for a term which shall not be less than three months, but 
which may extend to three years and with fine which shall not 
be less than twenty thousand rupees, but which may extend to 
one lakh rupees, and in the case of a continuing offence with a 
further fine which may extend to twenty thousand rupees for 
each day during which the offence continues: 

Provided further that a court may, for adequate and special 
reasons to be mentioned in the judgment, impose a sentence of 
imprisonment for a term of less than three months, or a fine of 
less than twenty thousand rupees:”; 

(b) in the existing first proviso, for the words “Provided that”, 
the words “Provided further that” shall be substituted; 

(c) in the existing second proviso, for the words “Provided 
further”, the words “Provided also” shall be substituted.
